I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1955 
as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  it  has  been  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/55* 

Whilst  definite  figures  and  tables  relating  to  the  numerous  aspects  of 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are  given  throughout  the  report  in 
their  different  categories  the  following  general  facts  can  be  noted  concerning 
the  Rural  District,  The  population  of  the  Rural  District  has  increased  from 
16,590  to  16,730.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  the  Stomach 
has  fallen  from  4  in  1954  to  2  in  1955-  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  the  lung  and 
Bronchus  has  decreased  from  4  in  1954  to  2  in  1955 »  Deaths  from  Coronary 
Disease  (Angina)  has  increased  from  15  in  1954  to  17  in  1955*  Hypertension 
with  Heart  Disease  has  fallen  from  3  in  1954  to  1  in  1955*  The  total  number 
of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  in  the  District  decreased  from  207  in  1954 
to  156  in  1955. 

During  the  year  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  was  planned. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  assistance 
of  the  Members  of  the  Council  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and 
to  thank  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  all  the  Members  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  co-operation  and  loyal  support  which  I  have 
received  from  them  during  the  year.

GENERAL 


HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


The  National  Health  Service  in  the  Area. is  adequately  and  efficiently  staffed 
by  the  General  Practioners  in  the  area  find  by  ten  combined  District  Nurse/ 
Health  Visitor. 

Hospital  Service.  Surgical  and  medical  cases  are  admitted  to  the  North  Staffs 

Royal  Infirmary  and  Stafford  General  Infirmary,  City  General  Hospital  and 
Longton  Hospital. 

Maternity  Cases  are  admitted  to  Stafford  General  Infirmary,  Burton  House 
Maternity  Home,  Stafford  and  Fernleigh  Hospital,  Stafford. 

Infections  Disease.  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  admitted  when  necessary 
to  Bucknail  Hospital,  Stoke-on-Trent  or  Moxley  Hospital,  Wednesbury. 

Aged  People  and  Chronic  Sick  people  are  admitted  to  Trent  Hospital,  Stone 
and  Fernleigh  Hospital,  Stafford. 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  continue  to  provide;  Weekly  School 
Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  at  St.  Michael’s  Hall,  Stone  and  a  weekly 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  at  Walton  Community  Centre  and  a  weekly  School  Clinic 
and  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  at  Eccle shall  Methodist  School  Room  every  Friday 
morning.  A  dental  Service  for  School  children  and  Nursing  Mothers  is  pro¬ 
vided  once  a  week  at  the  Kitchener  Institute. 

Tuberculosis  Service  and  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  Tuberculosis 
Service  and  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  continues  to  provide  valuable 
assistance  to  any  cases  which  come  within  their  category.  A  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  operates  in  the  Area. 

Ambulance  Service.  This  service  continues  to  operate  from  Stone  and  Stafford. 

Atmospheric  Pollution.  Whilst  constant  observations  are  kept,  no  action  was 
necessary  during  the  year  against  any  offenders. 

General  Health  of  the  Area.  The  number  of  live  Births  in  the  area  for  1955 
totalled  246  which  is  3.0  less  than  the  number  for  1954  which  gives  a  Birth 
Rate  for  1955  of  14.70.  This  is  a  lower  rate  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  which  is  15.0. 

The  number  of  deaths  for  infants  under  one  year  totalled  6,  which  was 
a  reduction  of  1  for  the  year.  (7  in  1954)  Of  these  4  were  under  4  weeks  old. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  causes  during  the  year. 

Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  in  Stone  Rural  Area  in  1955  including  Inward 
Transferable  Deaths  totalled  143.  (162  for  1954)  which  gives  a  Death  Rate 
for  the  District  of  8.54  which  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  which  is  11.7. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  1955  totalled 
156  which  means  a.  decrease  of  51  on  the  figure  for  1954  which  wTas  207. 

Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  for  1955  totalled  9*  (21  in  1954)

Measles,  These  increased  from  94  cases  in  1954  to  104  in  1955*

notified  in  1955. 

Erysipelas.  1  case  notified  1955. 

Dysentery.  14  cases  were  notified  in  1955  against  40  cases  in  1954*  ’ 

Tuberculosis.  The  number  of  Pulmonary  cases  notified  increased  from  26 
to  35*  The  figure  for  the  non-Pulmonary  remaining  stationery  at  8. 

Food  Poisoning.  The  number  of  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  decreased  from 
20  in  1954  to  4  in  1955. 

Generally  the  standard  of  Health  in  the  Stone  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1955  has  shown  an  improvement. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  1  case  was  removed  under  the  above  Act  during 

the  year.  (Section  47) 

Mas s  Radiography. Surve y .  The  Mass  Radiography  unit  completed  a  Survey  of 

Swynnorton  in  the  Summer  of  1955  and  was  attended  by  54  men  and  40  women. 

No  cases  of  active  Tuberculosis  were  found.

WATER  SUPPLIES . 
Eastern  Area  Supply  Scheme. 


The  extension  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Water  Supply  Scheme  intended  to 
serve  the  areas  known  as  Stone  Heath,  Sharpley  Heath,  Coton  Hayes  and  Milwich 
together  with  the  extension  legs  to  supply  Sandon,  Burston  and  Garshall  Green 
are  still  being  considered  by  the  Council  and  the  Water  Undertakings. 

Yarnfiold  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

This  scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  the  property  owners  are  being 
pressed  to  connect  to  this  supply. 

Harley  Hollows  Extension. 

An  urgent  need  has  arisen  for  a  mains  extension  to  serve  farms  and  premises 
between  the  Bird  in  Hand,  Hilderstone  and  The  Roo.kery  at  Cresswell.  This  scheme 
is  now  in  the  course  of  preparation  and  a  detailed  survey  is  being  carried  out. 

SEWERAGE . 

Fulford  Parish. 

The  question  of  main  drainage  for  the  Meir  Heath  District  comprising 
Grindley  Lane,  Hilderstone  Road  and  Birkholme  Drive  is  still  under  consideration 
by  the  Council  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  asked  to  prepare  the 
scheme  on  the  lines  of  the  amended  proposal. 

A  proposal  for  draining  promises  on  the  Eastern  side  of  Sandon  Road  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  still  being  maintained  by  three  refuse  vehicles 
despite  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  refuse  being  collected.  The  annual  mile¬ 
age  covered  by  these  three  vehicles  was  32,862.  It  has  been  possible  to  re¬ 
duce  the  mileage  on  account  of  the  substitution  of  larger  capacity  vehicles. 

Refuse  Tips. 

Four  refuse  tips  are  now  being  used  by  the  Council  and  valuable  work  is 
being  carried  out  by  reclaiming  land  ultimately  to  be  used  for  agricultural 
purposes. 

Night  Soil  Collection. 

The  Council  now  operate  two  vehicles  for  the  collection  of  night  soil  and 
one  vehicle  for  cleansing  of  septic  tanks  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the  small 
sewage  installations  owned  by  the  Council.  For  the  convenience  of  operational 
districts  the  area  has  been  divided  into  two  rounds?

(a)  9  cattle  other  than  cows  and  1  pig  are  included  under  both  headings, 
tuberculosis  and  some  other  condition  being  found  in  each  of  these  animals. 

(b)  The  figures  given  for  the  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  in¬ 
cludes  4  calves,  4  sheep  and  3  pigs  which  had  been  emergency  slaughtered.

Tho  Distributors  from  premises  in  the  Rural  District  either  operate 
from  farm  dairies  (shared  with  a  dairy  farmer)  which  are  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  or  since  they  obtain  their  milk  in 
bottles  from  dairy  farms  and  wholesale  dairies,  and  sell  the  milk  in  the  same 
bottles  unopened,  their  premises  are  not  regi storable  as  dairies.  It  should 
be  noted  that  seven  of  these  distributors  are  shopkeepers  selling  sterilised 
milk  from  their  shops. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  some  dairy  farmers  retail  milk  in  the 
district  and  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Special  Designations. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  type  of  licences  issued  to 
distributors  and  producer  retailers  authorising  the  use  of  Special  Desig¬ 
nations  in  respect  of  milk.  Producer  retailers  are  licensed  only  in  respect 
of  milk  not  produced  from  their  herd,  which  is  sold  retail  by  them  under  a 
special  designation.

Bgxto^iolgKicn.  1  Failure s .  The  number  of  failures  have  slightly  increased 
from  24  in  1954?  mainly  in  undo signa ted  milk  with  a  reduction  in  tuberculin 
tested  milk.  The  raw  milk  failures  are  investigated  by  the  Milk  Regulations 
Department  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  and  pasteurised 
and  sterilised  milk  failures  by  the  Authorities  in  whose  areas  the  milks  are 
processed. 

Tuberculosis.  In  addition  to  the  one  positive  sample  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  table ,  two  samples  taken  at  a  dairy  in  Birmingham,  from  milks 
produced  in  Stone  Rural  District  and  five  samples  taken  from  farms  by  the 
County  Health  Dept.,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Pood,  were  found  to  bo  positive  to  biological  tests  for  tuberculosis 
during  the  year. 

Notices  wore  not  served  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  1949  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  requiring  the  heat  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  milk  before  sale  to  the  public  since  such  action  was  not  con¬ 
sidered  . necessary,  having  regard  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer’s  interim 
report  in  the  first  case,  and  in  the  other  7  cases  by  reason  of  all  being  sold 
wholesale  to  dairies  for  pasteurisation.
